Nazi Radio Reports So- 
viet Crossing of Vis- 
tula 37 Miles Below 
Warsaw — Battle for 
City in Fourth Day. 


LONDON, Aug. 3 (AP).—Mos- 
cow dispatches said today that 
fighting was raging within three 
miles of the prewar East Prussian 
border after a Russian thrust for- 
ward from captured Dydvizhe, and 
the German radio reported that 
other Red forces to the south had 
established two strong bridgeheads 
over the Vistula, one 37° miles 
below Warsaw. 


The German report plgced the 
Russians eight miles west of the 
Vistula in the Warka area below 
the Polish capital, and said the 
other bridgehead was beyond Bar- 
anow, 125 miles southeast of War- 
saw. : 

Several hours earlier the Nazi 
high command communique as- 
serted Soviet forces had been 
held or thrown back in most sec- 
tors of the 1000-mile front from 


the Carpathians to the Narva 
isthmus, and that German troops 
had captured Radzymin, 12 miles 
northeast of Warsaw. 

Warsaw Defenses Pounded, 

As the battle outside Warsaw 
raged in its fourth day, Moscow 
said troops of Marshal Konstantin 
K. Rokossovsky’s First White Rus- 
sian Army were hammering at 
slowly crumbling Nazi defenses in 
a narrow strip on the east bank 
of the Vistula. He appeared to 
be waiting for other Soviet forces 
advancing from positions 30 miles 
west of Siedice to join him for 
the main push across the river. 


Soviet armor charged savagely 
on enemy defenses before the 
East Prussian border towns of 
Schwirwindt, Eydtkuhnen and 
Wehrkiychen, and Russian artil- 
lery shelled German soil. Front 
dispatches said fighting was in 
progress near Virbalis and Wiz- 
ainy, both three miles from the 
frontier, 


The London Evening News said 
the Germin radio had broadcast 
a repor. that Soviet troops had 
crossed the Kast Russian frontier. 
Associated Press, British Broad- 
casting Corporation and other lis- 
tening posts heard no such report 
although Reuters news agency 
recorded a Berlin broadcast say- 
ing Russian forces had broken 
through Nazi lines at Augustow, 


south of Dydvizhe and 11 miles 
from the East Prussian border. 


New Gains in North. 


In the northern sector, where 
the Russians were pushing against 
Nazi troops isolated in Estonia 
and Latvia, major advances were 
scored between Lake Peipus and 
the lake country north of Dau- 
gavpils (Dvinsk). The Germans 
originally were estimated to have 
two armies totaling 200,000 to 
300,000 men in Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, but the number actual- 
ly cut off was uncertain.

vances up to 40 miles in 24 hours, 
American armored columns and 
motorized infantry sweeping 
through Brittany have captured 
Rennes and driven on south 
toward St. Nazaire and raced 
west to Dinan, a fourth of the 
way to Brest from Avranches. 
To the northeast of Avranches 
an American force captured St. 
Pois and drove on six miles to 
the north to within four and a 
half miles of the road center of 
Vire, which the British had en- 
tered. 

This thrust all but closed a 
trap on the remnants of six Ger- 
man divisions which were fleeing 
through the narrow gap, abandon- 
ing heavy guns and equipment, 


Still another American column 
entered Mortain, 20 miles directly 
east of Avranches and 12 miles 
south of Vire. To the west and 
north of Vire the Americans 
moved into St. Sever-Calvados, 
Morigny and Landelles St. Cou- 
pigny. 

The gains all ‘along the line 
constituted the Americans’ biggest 
victory since Cherbourg.

WAR PLANT JOBS DROP DESPITE 
NEW CONTRACTS, BANK SAYS 


The monthly review of the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank, made 
public today, states that “despite 
sizable additional munitions con- 
tracts being let in the (Eighth) 
district, and scheduled expansions 
in certain other lines, over-all war 
plant employment continues to 
drop.” 

The review observes the decline 
in number of workers is accom- 
panied by a somewhat smaller 
rate of decline in production, and 
states the resumption of manufac- 
ture of some civilian items prob- 
ably will not have much effect on 
the over-all production level. 

The report lists four factors as 
affecting * below-capacity opera- 
tions of open hearths for steel 
production. These include the ex- 
pense of operating some furnaces, 
lack of repair facilities, lack of 
skilled labor in rolling mills and 
work stoppages. :

He said that because of this 
segregation the company had vio- 
lated its plantwide seniority pro- 
vision by laying off Negroes on 
a unit wide basis in the January, 
March and June cutbacks, 

After four witnesses had testi- 
fied to alleged discrimination 
with respect to seniority layoffs 
and rehiring, Ray H. Sullivan, as- 
sistant general manager of the 
company, said the firm had con- 
ferred with Negro organizations 
before devising the separate unit 
plan and had obtained their ap- 
proval. 

He justified the segregation on 
the basis of the company’s experi- 
ence with integration. Segrega- 
tion, he said, made for greater 
efficiency. Sullivan said that ac- 
tually establishment of the sepa- 
rate unit had resulted in fewer 
Negroes being laid off in the 
long run than would have been on 
a schedule of plantwide seniority. 


A. J. Mummert, vice president 
of the McQuay-Norris Manufac- 
turing Co., asserted before the 
committee the company “does not 
have a policy of discrimination 
against colored men and women 
as such.” Calling St. Louis a 
“border-line city,”” Mummert said 
it would be impossible for the 
company to comply 100 per cent 
with the non - discriminatory 
clauses contained in war con- 
tracts. 


Communities’ Differences Cited. 


Mummert said the fact that 
tolerance levels differs according 
to communities had to be taken 
into consideration and that his 
company was ready to go along 
“as far as we felt we could safely 
go” on relaxing prevailing com- 
munity attitudes. He said the 
company employed. no less than 
10+ per cent of Negroes at any 
time, but admitted they were 
limited to certain departments. 

A. A. Ahner, labor relations 
counselor of the St. Louis Ship- 
building & Steel Co., assured the 
committee, “If and when hiring is 
possible, after recall, it is the in- 
tention of the company to hire 
Negroes.” Three Negroes testi- 
fied they were unable to obtain 
employment as welders, though 
qualified, with the company. 

Malcolm Ross, chairman of the 
committee, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter after the hearings that 
testimony presented showed that 
the problem of employing Negroes 
is not alone a Negro problem, but 
a community problem. With cut- 
backs and layoffs already  oc- 
curring, he said, one group must 
not be discriminated against if a 
dynamic democratic society is to 
survive. He said all groups must 
be given equal economic oppor- 
tunity here and elsewhere, regard- 
less of race, color or creed.

More Ideology, Not Less 


Winston Churchill was sharply stung by the 
reaction of public opinion, both in Britain and 
over the democracies in general, to his speech of 
May 24, in which he spoke “kindly words about 
Spain” and declared that in his opinion, “as 
this war has progressed, it has become less 
ideological in character.” 

The sting has remained with him in the nine 
weeks since that address was made, for he re- 
turned to the subject and reiterated his point 
of view when, in addressing the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, he said: “I still hold the view 
which I expressed last time that as the war enters 
its final phase, it has become and will become in- 
creasingly less ideological.” 

This is Mr. Churchill’s opinion, and he is 
sticking to it. It is a point that calls for serious 
thought and discussion by all the peoples, for it 
has a bearing on the very causes and objectives 
of this war. 

The Prime Minister tries to minimize the 
criticisms by asserting that some of them have 
mixed up the words “ideology” and “idealism.” 
Such confusion has scarcely risen in many minds. 
To most people, these are two entirely different 
things, and “ideology” means what Webster says 
it means: “A systematic scheme of ideas about 
life: manner or content of thinking characteristic 
of an individual or class, as bourgeois ideology.” 

This is a war of ideologies. Benito Mussolini, 
nine years before it began, gave the best defini- 
tion of its causes; a definition that has been ac- 
cepted by both sides. The Italian dictator said 
in 1930: 

The struggle between two worlds can per- 
mit no compromise! Either we or they! 


Either their ideas or ours! Either our state 
or theirs! 


Winston Churchill has said as much, 
are his words at the outbreak of war: 


This is not a question of fighting for 
Danzig or fighting for Poland. We are 
fighting to save the whole world from the 
pestilence of Nazi tyranny and in defense of 
all that is most sacred to man. This is no 
war of domination or imperial aggrandize- 
ment or material gain; no war to shut any 
country out of sunlight and means of prog- 
ress. It is a war, viewed in its inherent 
quality, to establish, on impregnable rocks, 
the rights of the individual, and it is a war 
to establish and revive the stature of man. 


How can the war become less ideological as it 
progresses unless we are to lose the faith which 
has carried us so far forward on the long march 
toward victory? And if we now compromise our 
principles, how can the great objective of prevent- 
ing future wars be achieved? 

The gulf between the systems of Fascism 
and democracy is as deep as it ever was, In- 
deed, the innate savagery of the totalitarian 
faith becomes more pronounced as its disciples 
near defeat, as Mr., Churchill showed in an- 
nouncing that the German robot bombs, which 
serve no purpose but blind terrorism, had taken 
4725 British lives since the attacks began. 

The Nazis grow more firm in their ideology 
as the day of reckoning nears. Why should we, 
as our victory approaches, waver in our own 
ideology of democracy, our faith in what Mr. 
Churchill proclaimed in October, 1940: “Long 
live the forward march of the common people 
in all the lands toward their just and true inheri- 
iance and toward the broader and fuller age’? 

Yet there have been signs of weakening, not 
only with regard to Spain but elsewhere. Our 
dealings with Fascists and their hirelings in 
North Africa and in Italy were disturbing. Our 
prolonged support of the Balkan Kings, whose 
own people showed every sign of repudiating 
them, were disquieting as well. 

Now that the showdown with Nazism is ap- 
proaching, are we to deal with the industrialists, 
bankers and Generals who ardently desire to play 
the Badoglio role? Now that the peace negotia- 
tions are coming into the orbit of possibility, are 
we going to modify the principle of supporting 
democracy over the world? 

“Broad, simple, homely ideals of peace, of jus- 
tice and of freedom” should be our watchwords, 
Mr. Churchill says, and not “the crude antagon- 
isms of ideology.” But those ideals are an 
ideology, our democratic ideology. This is no 
time to abandon or modify it, or to quibble with 
words, 

This is the time to keep the democratic ideology 
clearly in mind, to reiterate the contrast between 
it and the cruel, repressive ideology of Fascism. 
Democracy, and more of it, must be the keynote of 
coming peace, 


Here 
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Mr. Truman Resigns 

In spite of a suggestion from Senator Burton, 
a Republican, that he remain on the job pend- 
ing the outcome of his vice-presidential can- 
didacy, Senator Truman has just carried out his 
expressed intention to resign from the chair- 
manship of the Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee. While the decision is cause for real 
regret, it is the proper one, 

“He’s done an excellent job,” Mr Burton said, 
“and the committee’s work is entirely non-parti- 
san.” This is a handsome tribute to Mr. Tru- 
man’s objectivity and devotion to the work of the 
committee, particularly so since it comes from 
across the party line. And Mr. Truman would 
undoubtedly have remained a non-partisan in 
the committee’s work. 

But his continuance as chairman would open 
the way to campaign criticisms, and the func- 
tion of this highly useful investigating group 
might have been impaired. That risk is too great 
to take. Mr. Truman is right not to take it. 
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Distinction of Captors 

Gov. Langlie of Washington, with a Democrat 
for Lieutenant Governor, did not dare leave his 
State for the Republican conference in St. Louis 
until he had the latter’s written promise to make 
no appointments in his absence. As Langlie ex- 
plained it, without that promise, Senator Bone 
might seize the opportunity to accept a pending 
offer of a Federal judgeship and open the way 
for the acting Governor to appoint a Democrat to 
hig Senate place. In consequence of which, Gov. 
Dewey has called Langlie “a prisoner of the 
New Deal.” 

The designation is not quite accurate. Such 
things happen just as easily, and have happened, 
under Republicans as under Democrats. Lang- 
lie’s real captor is a system which makes it 
possible for the chief executive of a state and his 


deputy to be of opposes poutiail faiths. The 
way to break down such “prisons” lies in taking 
a leaf from the Federal book and putting the 
two officials together on one inseparable ticket. 
Such a course would Rave the added virtue of 
making useful Governors’ assistants of Lieuten- 
ant Governors, which they now largely are not. 

Now that Vice Presidents have become useful 
officials in their own right, it would be fair to 
argue that Throttlebottom, whose name nobody 
could remember, has moved from Roosevelt’s 
Washington to Langlie’s Washington. 
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Hard Job for the Governors 


Though no formal declaration will come until 
the end of the conference, the Post-Dispatch’s 
interviews with 18 of the 26 Republican Gov- 
ernors indicate that their meeting will havé a 
hard job coming to any except highly qualified 
conclusions. Indeed, it will be a wonder if their 
manifesto can get down to a level of definiteness 
superior to the party’s platform, for theirs is a 
subject which quickly becomes unmanageable 
when it departs from concrete local instance. 

The major trouble will apparently be, as has 
been said here before, in reconciling free initia- 
tive for the states with the controlling necessity 
of Federal interference in the job of making war 
and the seeming necessity—if recent history is a 
guide—for a large degree of national control over 
depression-fighting measures. 

Gov. Snell of Oregon exemplifies this difficulty. 
There is, he said, too much “government by 
orders emanating from bureaucrats in: Washing- 
ton versus government of law and order.” But, as 
he added, “there is a very definite place for 
Federal assistance to the states, especially on 
projects which are interstate.” Such a position 
does not bar such Rooseveltian creations as a 
TVA, which others have bitterly criticised as 
an unwarranted intrusion of Federalism. 

Gov. Bottolfsen of Idaho, speaking for his 
own and several other arid states, said he is here 
“to try to interest the Republican party in re- 
clamation as a postwar program.” That utter- 
ance can mean, of course, only that he accepts the 
necessity of Federal control over reclamation, for 
if the states could handle it single-handed, there 
would be no necessity for enlisting the whole 
party, a national organization. 

Gov. Sharpe of South Dakota says his State 
resents the Government’s shutting down the 
Homestake gold mine in an effort to get the men 
into copper mines—which could have happened in 
a period of man-power shortage under any war- 
time administration. But Mr. Sharpe also took 
time to indorse the Pick plan for controlling the 
Missouri River, which would require Federal 
condemnation of lands, while Gov. Edge of New 
Jersey is unhappy that the Government has con- 
demned so much land in his State. 

All in all, the Governors are speaking In the 
interests of their states, as Governors should. 
The question is whether those diverse interests 
can be brought together in one big set of 
principles. 
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Mr. i abies Victory 


To Representative Raymond J. Lahey of 
Fifth District goes the distinction of being the 
only St, Louis candidate for an important office 
who won his primary race without organization 
support. In addition to getting no help from 
his party, Mr. Lahey had to buck the powerful 
amall-loan lobby, which fought under cover to 
keep this vigorous and persistent St. Louisan 
from returning to the Legislature. 

Mr. Lahey won on his own power in the pri- 
mary because he had an issue that appealed to 
the people: the reduction of Missotri’s exorbi- 
tant 30 and 36 per cent interest rate for small 
loans. He has promised to renew his fight for 
lower rates if re-elected, and many more than 
his constituents will wish him well. Missouri 
needs more such legislators. 
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Problem before the Republican

Mannerheim’s Peace Hopes 


Field Marshal Mannerheim is reported to have 
told his Government on March 20 that fur- 
ther resistance by the Finns was useless; that 
they faced certain defeat by Russia. The British 
radio said on June 20 it had confirmed the fact 
that Mannerheim had taken the initiative in 
forming a new Finnish Cabinet to discuss peace. 
Now that Mannerheim has become President of 
Finland, on the resignation of Risto Ryti, the 
indications are strong that new peace negotia- 
tions with Russia will follow, and Moscow is 
reported receptive to a Finnish offer. 

Baron Mannerheim is a militarist of the old 
school. His guiding principle in this war has 
not been pro-Nazism, but anti-Communism. Since 
the Russian Revolution, he has hated everything 
Russian, and he became an ally of the Ger- 
mans, under both the Kaiser and Hitler, for 
the purpose of prosecuting his hatred. 

Mannerheim leads a nation that once boasted 
of its democracy, but his own philosophy is 
closely akin to those of the old-line Generals 
who attempted a revolt against Hitler. Like 
them, he considers the war lost. He would 
doubtless like to make peace, but he, too, is under 
Hitler's dominance, and may also face trouble 
in breaking away. If he can elude his master's 
power, it would not be surprising to see this 
hater of Russia, or his emissary, appearing in 
Moscow to discuss terms for surrender, 
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Members of the G. O. P. Platform Committee, 
as they watch Gov. Dewey’s conference in action, 
must be wondering why they went to Chicago 
in torrid June. 
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Deceptive Miles 
Does our Russian ally know that his advance 
is only taking him into a trap the wily Germans 
have prepared and will apring at 
vastating moment?

Our prospects for continued full employment after the war ends 
are gloomy, economist says; for lack of plans, millions of workers 
face loas of jobs: the trouble is blind optimism, writer adds, and 
dreaming of free enterprise without tackling its tough problems. 


Stuart Chase in Common Sense 


On May 19, the Navy canceled its con- 
tract with the Brewster Aeronautical Cor- 
poration for Corsair fighter planes. That 
made 8000 workers subject to immediate 
dismissal, They staged a “stay-in” strike, 
which focussed the attention of the whole 
country on the situation. 


[It is the same old situation. When orders 
cease, whether from Government or pri- 
vate sources, workers go out on their ears. 
After the stock market blew its top off in 
1929, frightened people curtailed their 
spending until 15,000,000 workers were out. 


The Brewster case suddenly dramatized 
a conclusion that has been gathering for 
some months in the minds of many people. 
Brewster, I think, marks the historical end 
of the Pollyanna school of thought about 
reconversion, This school has been dom- 
inant ever since the war began. It scoffed 
at the idea of deflation and unemployment, 


The Peak Is Passed 


For years—some said a decade—the sav- 
ings in the hands of the people, plus their 
repressed desires for new cars, washing 
machines and hot and cold folding doors, 
would keep the economy humming. 


The pointer on the barometer of opinion 
was way up. From my hole in the ground, 
] used to look at the boys up there in the 
sky and wonder how they could be so airy. 
Had they some special information denied 
to me? 


Whatever the reasons for the Pollyanna 
School, the pointer is now heading rapidly 
downward. All sorts of straws in the wind 
support the drama at Brewster. A Senate 
committee officially estimates 19,000,000 un- 
employed after the war. When asked what 
will happen to his huge aircraft plants 
with their 156,000 employes when war or- 
ders cease, Donald Douglas says: “You 
shut the damn shop up.” 

The other day I asked an official in the 
WPB if Washington opinion was now look- 
ing for a depression or a boom. “A depres- 
sion,” he said, “and a bad one, other things 
being equal.” 

“What do you mean, 
equal?”

“It could be stopped,” he said, “if action 
were taken immediately.” 


“Is there any likelihood of immediate 


action?” 


“None whatsoever,” he said. 


Three American Disadvantages 


But perhaps the most devastating com- 
ment comes from the London Economist in 
its issue of April 15. “It is impossible to 
feel very happy about the prospects of full 
employment in the United States,” says the 
Economist. It is not sure that the British 
are poling to have full employment either, 
but America suffers from three cisadvar

The firat Is that the American problem Is 
relatively far greater, We are now operat- 
ing at perhaps twice the output of any 
peacetime year. This means we must enor- 
mously increase civilian demand over 
anything ever dreamed of, if we are to 
escape mass unemployment. 

In the second place, observes the Econ- 
omist, in Britain there is substantial agree- 
ment about the principles and practice of 
achieving full employment. In America 
the air is full of controversy. 


In the third place, the British have the

Some Jittering Questions 


The Economist means the assault on 
“bureaucracy,” “regimentation” and “cen- 
tralization” which now engages the minds 
of our leading citizens. As no national 
plan for full employment can be made 
without central direction from Washing- 
ton, the more we undermine Washington, 
the more difficult becomes any construc- 
tive action. 


No wonder the Economist, and a lot of 
other people, are worried. An objective 
consideration of postwar economic prob- 
lems is enough to give any intelligent per- 
son the demobilization jitters, Here is a 
list of some: 


Towering above all others is the ques-

What Say Little Birds? 


Everybody is having a good cry about lit- 
tle business—but Where will little business

Who is going to collar all the taxpayers’ 
war plants and stock piles? 


Where are jobs to be found for workers 
displaced by new inventions and machines 
speeded by war? 

Who is going to protect American ex- 
porters and importers from the monolithic 
state trading departments of Russia, Brit- 
ain and other nations?

The amazing prowess, superb atriking 
power and stamina of the Red Army 
where do they come from? Many observ- 
ers say the secret lies in the fighting 
hearts of the Red Army’s soldiers, in the se- 
verity of its training, in its fron discipline, 
in the support it receives from a ruthless 
organization of the country’s wealth and 
civilian strength. 

These cliches, true in themselves, do not 
go beyond panegyrics. Instead, this book 
outlines the historic heritage from Im- 
perial Russia to trace the growth of the 
Soviet Union’s armed forces, from the 
somewhat hasty improvisations of the Civil 
War period, emphasizing the important 
part played by the former officers and ad- 
ministrators of the old army. 

. « > 

Of particular value is Mr. White's evalu- 
ation of the profound interrelated political, 
economic and social factors that affected 
the growth of the Red Army during its 
various stages. Resurgent nationalism in 
Soviet Russia, the gigantic industrializa- 
tion of the country and the widespread 
educational advances were of paramount 
significance in building the Red Army. 

Mr. White is one of the few students of 
military sociology as an integral part of 
the Soviet economy who has called atten- 
tion to the outstanding role played by the 
Osoaviakhim—Society for the Furthering of 
Defense, Aviation and Chemical Upbuild- 
ing of the U. S. S. R. It laid the foundation 
for truly universal military training of the 
entire population fit to carry arms. 
Thanks to the perspicasity of its leaders, 
Osoaviakhim anticipated by many years 
the various forms of mass civil defense of 
Western Europe. 

Another significant factor in the growth 
of the Red Army’s power has been the vast 
number of the professionally trained mil- 
tary officer corps. Since 1928, when the first 
five-year plan was introduced, most of the 
secondary and college and university stu- 
dents were educated in the spirit and in 
the science of military sociology and kin- 
dred disciplines. In fact, the new and grow- 
ing Soviet intelligentsia knows no other 
form of education,

The Nazi onslaught has brought about 
greater cohesion of the dissident elements 
within the Soviet Union than any other 
single factor. The youthful officer corps 
as well as the Russian soldiers have been 
imbued with a carefully directed spirit of 
nationalism and patriotism, so much se 
that the “defense of the Motherland” has 
become a deeply embedded psychological! 
factor which found expression in battle. 

Mr. White rightly cites the conspicuous 
absence of Marxism per se and the ab- 
sence of texts expounding Marxian ideol- 
ogy from the prescribed curriculum in So 
viet military colleges.

THINGS I NEVER KNEW TILL NOW ABOUT PRESIDENTS 

HERE were no national party conventions such as we 
T havestoday until the Republic was almost 50 years old 

The first was held in 1831 by the Anti-Masonic Party 
Lincoln was a dark-horse in the Republican convention in 1860 
The leading candidat®, who led Lincoln on the first two ballots, 
was William H. Seward.... Lincoln was elected President four 
years after he had been rejected as a Vice-Presidential nominee. 
» «« FDR, of course, was elected President after he had been 
defeated for Vice President (im 1920). The Republican National 
Committee spent $5,319,729 in defeating Cox and Roosevelt that 
year and electing Harding. ... In 1896, when W. J. Bryan Was 
given a sort of Willkie cold shoulder in his party’s convention 
and was almost denied a seat, he managed to take the floor 
and make a speech that won over hostile delegates and got 
him the nomination. ... Zachary Taylor didn’t hear of his 
nomination until a month after the convention. Too many per- 
sons had been writing him crank letters, so Zach was refusing 
to receive any mail at his home in Louisiana when the letter 
of notification was sent him. It went to the Dead Letter 
Office. Party chieftains, when his silence became alarming, 
journeyed to Louisiana to break the news. ... Taylor nevér 
cast a vote or held a civil office until elected President. 
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IN 1872 THE DEMOCRATIC candidate, Horace Greeley, 
died after the election, but before the Electoral College met. 
All except three electors didn’t vote for his Vice-Presidential 
running mate but for Thomas Hendricks, who hadn’t even been 
runner-up in the convention. The three exceptions voted for 
the dead man!... The Republican Vice-Presidential nominee 
died after the convention in 1912, so the party’s V. P. electoral 
votes were cast for Nicholas Murray Butler, who had been 
chairman of the convention. ... In 1808 when only three men 
got electoral votes for President, five got them for Vice Presi- 
dent. »« »« « »« In 1826 when the electoral vote was split five 
ways among V. P. candidates (so that none got a majority) 
the Senate chose one.... Morning newspapers on Nov. 8, 1876, 
announced Samuel J. Tilden, Democrat, elected President. But 
Rutherford B. Hayes, Republican, eventually was declared 
winner. 
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AMONG THE THINGS said by Presidents about the Presi- 
dency that are revived by the August American Mercury 
are these: “No man will ever bring out of the Presidency the 
reputation which carries him into it’—Thomas Jefferson.... 
“If you are as happy, my dear sir, on entering this house as 
I am in leaving it and returning home, you are the happiest 
man in this country”’—James Buchanan to Abraham Lincoln, 
March 4, 1861.... “No man who ever held the office of Presi- 
dent would congratulate a friend on obtaining it. He will make 
one man ungrateful, and a hundred men his enemies, for 
every office he can bestow.”—John Adams (when his son was 
elected after him).... The Senat® refused to confirm Jackson's 
appointment of Martin Van Buren as Minister to Great Britain. 
Jackson chose Van Buren as his next Vice-Presidential running- 
mate and Van Buren became presiding officer of the’ Senate. 
.«e No Secretary of the Navy, Secretary of the Treasury, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, Postmaster-General, Attorney-General, 
Secretary of Labor or Secretary of Interior has risen to be 
President.

“Can you speak 
Spanish?” his superintendent curtly inquired, and Ross had to 
acknowledge that he couldn’t. “Well, Albert can,” his employer 
continued. “You ought to be able to look ahead and anticipate 
such extra functions in addition to sheer mechanical ability. 


You know most of our installations are in Mexico or South’ 


America. Why haven't you shown some resourcefulness and 
prepared yourself for these additional demands? You could 
at least have learned Spanish. I'll admit that you may do just 
as good work as Albert here at your bench or desk. But Albert 
can top you in additional abilities that we need in the field. 
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“BESIDES, WE CAN hire men right out of college to do 
your desk work. You are simply a trained technician. We have 
10 like you in this office. But only one of them speaks Spanish. 
Even if you spoke Spanish, however, you wouldn’t be as valu- 
able to us as Albert, for he also can speak fluently in French 
and German. The trouble with you engineers is the fact that 
you think your technical training is all that is required for 
success in life. Look at the leaders in this engineering com- 
pany. The president is not an engineer. He is a former sales 
manager. Not one of our major officers is an engineer, despite 
our being an engineering concern. You engineers do the 
routine work. You have valuable ability, I admit, but we can 
hire substitutes for any of you at the same or lower salaries, 
because you fail to develop those collateral abilities which will 
make you essential members of the firm, The officers of this 
company, who are non-engineers, get the big salaries. Do you 
know why this is true? Because the administrative jobs go 
to men who know how to handle people or bring in the orders! 
You will find that it isn’t enough just to have brains, or even 
college trained brains, but you must understand people and 
cultivate enough additional assets so that you are an indis- 
pensable man. 
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“IF YOU WERE to quit our company, you doubtless realize 
that we can hire another engineer and go on doing business, 
But we cannot go on without our president, for he covered the 
territory in the old days and has so many personal friends 
among our customers that we dare not discharge him for fear 
he'd join a competitor and take the backbone of our business 
with him. The same thing is also partly true of our present 
sales manager. He has already developed a sizable clientele 
in his own right. We must hold him, therefore, in order to 
hold his customers. Albert is a linguist and has had previous 
experience in directing large groups of men. He is therefore 
hard to replace You could be that way, too, if you’d think 
ahead and show more resourcefulness. An employer hasn’t the 
time to explain this to all his workers, for they should show 
their own foresight and initiative. Why don’t you study Portu- 
guese in night school? We'll do a lot of business with Brazil 
after the war is over.” S

The raw cauli- 
flower requires considerable chew-

who eat most of the time as 
though we were hurrying for a 
train. Furthermore, I don’t knew 
of any salad that could have more 
minerals and vitamins packed into 
it than this one, Green pepper is 
rich in vitamin A and C, and in 
iron, while cauliflower has the 
highest calcium content of any 
vegetable. 


Cauliflower and Green Papper 
Salad. 


One cup raw _  cauliflowerets, 
three-fourth cup very finely sliced 
green pepper, one-fourth cup salad 
oil, two tablespoons white vinegar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon paprika, one-e tea- 
spoon freshly ground black pep- 
per, one hard cooked egg, sieved. 

Slice flowerets thin, place in 
bowl with green pepper. Mix re- 
maining ingredients thoroughly. 
Pour over vegetables. Cover and 
chill before serving. Four serv- 
ings.

Brown breast on 
all sides in two tablespoons bacon 
drippings, in a heavy skillet or 
Dutch oven, Add one-half cup hot 
water, cover tightly, and simmer 
gently for about one and one-half 
hours, or until meat is perfectly 
tender. Parsley potatoes, two 
pounds; buttered beets, cook beets 
in boiling salted water until ten- 
der, drain, cover with cold water, 
remove skins and dice or slice, 
add seasoning, margarine and a 
bit of lemon or vinegar to help 
retain the red color; cauliflower 
and green pepper salad, see recipe 
above; bread, eight slices enriched 
or whole wheat; sliced peaches 
and cream, six to eight peaches.

They’re big, and a deep, 
shiny green, unlike the little yel- 
low ones we used to import from 
the West Indies. Florida limes 
are well distributed throughout 
the United States this summer, 


' too, and they must now, by state 


law, conform to the same stand- 
ards for juice content and ma- 
turity that are applied to other 
Florida citrus fruits. A Florida 
lime must be at least 40 per cent 
juice by weight, before it can be 
shipped from the State. 

In our illustration, with its heap 
of cool green limes in the center, 
are four suggested ways of using 
lime sherbet. Reading clockwise, 
they are in a parfait with berries, 
topped with fresh peach slices, 
topping a slice of watermelon, and 
last, filling a half cantaloupe. 
Here’s how to make the sherbet: 

Lime Milk Sherbet. 

One tablespoon’ gelatine, one 
quart milk, one cup sugar, one 
cup corn syrup, three-fourths cup 
lime juice, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt. 

Soften gelatine in one-half cup 
of the cold milk. Place over hot 
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water and heat until dissolved. 
Add to remaining milk. Mix 
sugar, corn syrup, lime juice and 
salt and add slowly to milk mix- 
ture, stirring constantly. Set cold 
contro] of automatic refrigerator 
at point recommended for freez- 
ing; pour sherbet mixture into 
tray and freeze until firm, stir- 
ring occasionally. This makes 
about two quarts. (If desired, 
sherbet may be tinted light green 
by adding a little green vegetable 
coloring before freezing.) 
Avocado Lime Ice. 

One and one-half large ripe avo- 
cados, one-fourth cup honey, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-third cup 
lime juice, two egg whites. 

Peel avocados, halve and remove 
seeds. Mash pulp_ thoroughly. 
Blend in honey, salt and lime 
juice. Spread out in freezing tray 
of automatic refrigerator with 
cold control set at point recom- 
mended for freezing. Freeze toa 
mush. Beat egg whites stiff, Fold 
carefully and thoroughly’ into 
frozen mixture. Return to freez- 
ing tray; freeze firm, stirring 
once or twice. Serve on fruit as 
first course or dessert, as an ac- 
companiment to the meat course, 
or by itself as a dessert. This is 
enough for six.

You must study to discover why 
he does not want toys as other 
boys do. Is he interested in adult 
activity? Help him to it. Is he 
interested in play that requires no 
toys? Let him have the play if it 
is safe. * Or, and this is the only 
serious point in the whole busi- 
ness, and it is very serious, is he 
inactive, a bystander, without aim 
or purpose in his play? 

If that seems to be the case, 
take him to the family physician 
who knows him and have him 
thoroughly examined to discover 
if he is deficient in any way—vi- 
sion, hearing, nose and throat con- 
dition, nutrition, functioning of the 
organs of the body, blood count, 
metabolism—all must be investi- 
gated. If the physician finds him 
in perfect health take him to the 
children’s clinic and have the ex- 
pert psychologist go over him min- 
utely.

Find what it is and help him.

Murmur of 
Heart Isnt 
Always Bad |

HE question of heart murmur 
a does not usually disturb the 

calm of our civil life, but in 
war time, when the draft boards 
examine any large group of young 
people a certain number are found 
to have “a systolic murmur of the 
heart.” They hadn't the slightest 
idea they had it before the med- 
ical examiner turned it up, and in 
fact didn’t have any notion they 
had anything the matter with 
their hearts, and imagined they 
were in perfect health. Some of 
them write me in utter bewilder- 
ment wanting to know what it is 
all about, 


These letters take me back to a 
dark night in my own life, when I 
was a medical student, and I was 
sitting up in my room reading 
Cabot’s Physical Diagnosis and I 
had a brand-new stethoscope and 
something in the textof the book 
prompted me to put the stetho- 
scope on the apex of my own heart, 
And there I heard a murmur. Then 
for a second or two my heart en- 
tirely stopped beating so I couldn’t 
hear it. When it resumed its ac- 
tivities I listened again and sure 
enough I was certain it was a 
murmur, 


Well, I put the stethoscope down . 


and faced death. A sob came into 
my throat to think of one s0 
young, so full of promise, passing 
from this bright world to the 
realms of shade. I planned an ex- 
tremely affecting funeral. But 
time wore on and I resumed my 
duties and more or less got used 
to the idea.

AND THAT, my children, was 
nearly 40 years ago and the fu- 
nera] hasn’t taken place yet, and 
I’m still going strong. I don’t ex- 
amine my own heart as often as 
I used to, but when I do I cannot 
detect any murmurs in it. Perhaps 
my technique has become more re- 
fined and I don’t call just any old 
sound a murmur. And perhaps 
that is the trouble with some of 
the medical examiners of the draft 
boards—they do call any old sound 
a murmur, 


Still another and more authentic 
experience comes to mind, During 
the last unpleasantness, a neigh- 
bor of mine came to me in great 
distress because the medical ex- 
aminer of the Army had found a 
heart murmur on him, and he was 
desperately anxious to get into the 
service. I was a medical officer 
and I examined him and found he 
did indeed have a murmur. But 
I didn’t think it would interfere 
with his activities and managed 
to get him into the ground forces 
of an aviation unit. 

Well, I hadn’t seen him for a 
long while until the other day and 
I said—“‘How is that heart mur- 
mur?”—and he said, “That is 
worth $8000 a year to me, insur- 
anee compensation, -and I feel 
fine.” And he has been carrying 
that murmur, my friends, for over 
25 years to my positive knowledge. 


So I can’t take these heart myr- 
murs too seriously, 

x * 
Examination of Students, 

I am confirmed in this by a re- 
port of the examination of Har- 
vard College students. Of 2856 
of these who had an especial heart 
examination, 350 (12 per cent) 
were found to have a. systolic 
heart murmur. In 248 the murmur 
was Classified as functional, One 
hundred twenty-seven students (4 
per cent) had heart murmurs of 
such intensity that the examiner 
was unwilling to classify them as 
functional. A good many of these 
were followed for two to four 
years, and it was never possible 
‘to make a positive ‘diagnosis of 
organic heart disease, nor did it 
interfere in any way with their 
activities. ; 

The fact is a systolic murmur 
alone does not mean anything. 
The important findings to throw 
light on the murmur are the size 
of the heart, the rhythm of the 
pulse, etc. (A _ systolic murmur 
means one timed as taking place 
during the contraction period of 
the heart. A diastolic murmur 
heard between beats is more seri- 
ous, 

I suppose 80 per cent of all 
practicing physicians could detect 
a frank heart murmur. But there 
are lots of heart sounds that are 
in and between and I don’t sup- 
pose 10 per cent of practicing phy- 
sicians could certainly determine 
those. But the safe thing for the 
army is to call them murmurs and 
reject them. And those are the 
ones who write me_ troubled 
letters. ;
